Poth  edible  gelatin  and  glue  are  obtained  by  treating  the  ooQageBS  of  Imim% 
iendont,  cartilage,  eta  with  boiling  water.  It  will  bo  readily  understood  that,  fnndft- 
mentaily.  they  are  the  same  thing.  The  essential  oharaotor  of  edible  f^tin,  aa 
distinguished  from  ghie,  is  its  purity.  Olue  may  be  a  perfectly  pore  article  wMlumt 
ceasing  to  be  glue;  but  edible  gelatin  must  be  a  pure  article;  and,  in  ordnr  to  eopni* 
a  satisfactory  degree  of  purity,  it  should  be  requirod  to  meet  certain  q^emfied  ataiuifaHcdB. 

The  treatment  which  the  original  material  reoaivaa  in  the  iwinufantnTt  of  gelatin 
is  such  as  to  fairly  well  aaaure  the  destruction  at  organic  impurity.  But  whim  we 
consider  the  nature  of  the  material  available  for  the  manufacture  of  glue,  dead  tip^'nnli 
of  all  kinds,  and  in  various  stages  of  decomposition,  we  must  raoogniae  the  dsnn^iiKlgr 
of  giving  the  consumer  of  gdatin  a  goaiantee  that  only  aeleeted  and  naobjaotimule 
materials  have  been  used  in  its  production.  This  can  only  be  done  by  efioieni  iiUKpo- 
tion  at  the  factory;  and  for  this  reason,  the  inspection  of  all  gelatin  factoriea  ahooJd 
be  undertakm  by  Government.  So  far  aa  Canada  ia  oonosniad,  tiiis  is  tlia  aamt  and 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  its  administration  of  the  Meat  T»ifpy«ffifn  j^ 
gruarantees  the  quality  of  the  material  used  in  manufacture  of  edible  gdatin,  so  far  aa 
meat  packers,  doing  an  export  besiness  is  concenwd.  I  am  not  however  awaia  tbai  the 
manufacture  of  gelatin  is  anywhere  in  Canada  carried  on  biqrond  the  aetiud  taqttte»> 
ments  of  the  manufacturer  in  his  own  business.  Practically  cll  of  die  g^t^  nssd  fai 
Jelly  Powder  manufacture^  in  iosHveam,  etc.  is  of  foreign  manufacture.

Characien  and  TeiU.— In  almost  oolourlesa,  translucent  aheeto  or  shreds.  Inaohible 
in  alcohol  (90  per  cent)  and  in  ether:  soluble  in  acetic  acid.  A  solution  in  hot  water 
(1  in  60)  ia  inodotoua,  and  solidifies  to  a  jelly  on  cooling.  An  aqueoua  aolution  yieMi 
•  iw*cipitate  with  solution  of  tannic  acid,  but  not  with  solutiona  of  other  adds,  or 
with  dilute  aolution  of  alum,  solution  of  lead  acetate,  or  test  solution  of  ferric  chloride. 
Ash  not  more  than  2  per  cent." 

Gelatin  finds  extensive  uses  in  the  arts,  and  most  of  its  applications  require  the 
article  to  possess  a  high  degree  of  purity.  The  definition  above  quoted  haa  primal/ 
regard  to  its  employment  in  medicine,  where  it  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  capaoles 
and  otherwise.  It  is,  however,  with  its  use  aa  a  food  material  that  we  are  immediately 
concerned. 

Aa  a  food,  gelatin  enters  into  the  manufacture  of  so-called  jelly  powders,  in  jellied 
meata,  aa  a  sti£Fener  in  ice  cream,  etc. 

Investigatory  work.  Having  for  its  object  the  fixing  of  definite  distinction  between 
edible  gelatin  and  glue,  as  used  in  the  arts,  has  for  a  considerable  time  been  carried 
on  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington.  I  am  not  informed  of  the 
completion  of  the  work  referred  to,  but  by  correspondence  I  learn  that  the  most 
important  characters  consid«-red  to  establish  the  distinction  are  odour,  turbidity,  jelly 
strength,  fat  and  aah. 

Colour  is  of  necessity,  a  matter  of  importance,  although  the  bright  colours  given 
by  coal-tar  dyes  to  most  jelly  powders,  reduce  its  importance  so  far  as  these  are  con- 
cerned. Where  select  materials  are  employed  in  the  manufacture,  it  should  not  be 
necessary  to  use  bleaching  agents  to  give  edible  gelatin  desirable  lightness  of  colour. 
Our  standards  require  that  sulphur  dioxide  (sulphurous  acid)  shall  not  be  present  in 
solid  foods  above  1  part  in  2,000  parts  (60  parts  per  100,000).  This  limit  is  exceeded 
in  11  samples  of  Table  I  and  in  10  samples  of  Table  11. 

Traces  only  of  sulphurous  acid  are  found  in  the  jelly  powders  enumerated  in 
Table  m. 

A«A,— The  British  Pharmacopoeia  fixes  2  per  cent,  aa  the  ash  limit  in  gelatin. 
This  limit  is  exceeded  in  27  samples  of  Table  I,  and  in  10  samples  of  Table  11. 

Odour. — This  is  observed  by  soaking  in  cold  wat«r  for  4  hours  and  then  i?ifilH"g 
into  a  jelly  by  heating  with  water.  0'  ^d  samples  yield  no  offensive  odour.  Thirteen 
samples  of  Table  I  and  14  samples  ot  Table  11  gave  more  or  leas  unpleaaant  odour 
when  thus  treated.  Of  this  number  6  samples  were  decidedly  objectionable,  and  ahould 
undoubtedly  be  classed  as  glue.

Imve  found  to  be  Tery  unaatiafaotory  and  aubiect  to  large  experimental  error.  D«ter- 
minationa  aa  recorded  in  Table  11  were  made  on  S6  per  cent,  aolntiona  at  M*  0.  In 
>\  general  way  the  rcaulu  ouiroborated  those  aicerUined  by  the  uae  of  the  DooUttle 
Viicosimeter,  bat  theae  laat  are  much  mora  truatworthy  and  dnplioataa  in  eloae  agree- 
tiii-nt  are  eaaily  obtained. 

The  inatrumeiit  ia  standardixed  in  terma  of  augar  aolutiona  made  aa  per  inatmo- 
tMinit  accompanying  it. 

We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  formulate  ipccifio  atandarda  for  gelatin,  but  it  ia 
li'  '|)ed  that  this  may  be  done  in  the  near  future,  and  the  information  fumiahed  herewith 
^^■ill  bo  helpful  to  this  end.  I  would  reapectfnlly  advise  publication  of  thia  rvport  aa 
liulletin  No.  8«7.
